istration name the lowest price that 
it. will give the baker a fair profit.

has been the shirking of parental re- 
sponsibility for what children do in 
school hours. 


And teachers feel the evil is in- 


creasing, not because co-operation be- 
tween school and home cannot be ar- 
ranged satisfactorily, but because the 
understanding between the parent and 
the child is not of the right kind. 


The child at school 
reflects 
the 


home. 


The boy will not mind his teacher 


It he is not accustomed to mind his 
mother. 
A child will bs tardy at 


school if he is permitted to be late to 
breakfast. 
A bully will terrify his 


schoolmates at recess if. he is allowed 
to tease and scare 
his 
own 
little 


brothers and sisters. 


Many a fond mother sends a child 


to his classes with clean hands and 
neat clothing as a matter of personal 
pride, while disclaiming all responsibil- 
ity for his disobedience and laziness, 
as if his manners and character were 
things she could not possibly have a 
part in shaping. 


American parents are always ready 


to pick flaws in the school system— 
and we all • know they are easy to 
pick—but the number would be grand- 
ly reduced if some parents would seek 
with; the same eagerness for mistakes 
in the home training of their children. 


And the worst of it all is that every- 


body blames the poor child. 
He is 


called "bad" and he endures a punish- 
ment which his elders really deserve 
because his "badness" is mostly tho 
result of their laziness, selfishness or 
stupidity.

throat") the disease resistance of school 
children is severely tajced. 
There must also be considered the 
physical effect of a sudden change from 
out-of-doors to crowded scnool rooms, 
from freedom to anx'.oty over new les- 
sons. 
Either viewpoint—the interests of the 
sick child, and the interests of the well 
child—surely demands willing and in- 
telligent co-operation of parents and 
teachers with health officials. 
Home training in the 
habits of 
health Is of vital importance. Cough- 
ing, for instance, is responsible for the 
spread of many diseases yet coughing 
is largely a habit and often can be 
controlled. 
The spitting habit Is much more un- 
necessary. It would be well for moth- 
ers to teach children not to spit In pub* 
lie places and not to cough if they can 
help it. 
Universal observance of these 
two 
simple rules would have a remarkable 
effect upon the prevention of disease.
